Re Le Re SHEYNIN: May it please your Honors: 

My task consists in presenting to the Tribunal proofs of the criminal 
precatory motives of the Hitlerite agrression and of the monstrous plunder of 
the peoples of Czechoslovakian, Poland, Yugoslavia, Greece and the USSR, 

My collencucs hove alrenty proved that the atteck on the USSR, as well as 
on othcr “uropean countries, was planned and prenared beforehand by the criminal 
Hitlerite Government e 

I will submit to thc Tribunal a number of the cansnirators' original 
“acuments and their own statements and speeches, which, in thc arpgregato, will 
prove that the despolistion and plunder of private, public and national Dro» 
erty in the occupie?^ territcorics was also premeditated, planned and prepared on 
a large soale, on? that, thus, Simultaneously with the develonment in advance 
of purely military and straterio plans of attack, the Hitloritos, in cold blood, 
with thc deliverateness of professional robbers and murcerers, also ceveloned 
end prepared heforehand the plan of orranize? plun^?er an? marauding, havine 
minutely and accurately calculated their future profits, their criminal pains,

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In the 3rd section of this report there is a small excerpt included from 

an article by Ley, published on 30 January 1940 in the “Anzriff". I quote: 
"It is our destiny to belong to a race of hirh standinze 

A race of lower stan^in:; needs loss room, less clothin^, less 

food and less culture thon ^ race of hirh standing," 

This attitude, this »ro^ram of action, found its concrete expression in 
the fact that the Hitlorite conspirators su>jcoted all territories occunied by 
them to unrestrained rluncer, which was varied in form anc method on? yet 
identical in its cevastatine results, 

The Czechoslovakian Yovernment's report contains 5 laoree number of 
examples concerning resnective counts of the In'ictment.

"After the Invasion of March 15th, 1939", The Tribunal will finc this 
excerpt on pare 3 nnà 4 of thc document book, I quote: 
"HITLER entered Prarue at nirhtfoll on Merch 15, 1939, and spent the nicht 


there in the famous castle of Hradeanye Early next day he left, but he took 
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with him a number of valuable tapestricse e mention this robbery not owing 
to the value of those robclins, but ns an example set by the head of the Party 
and the German State on the very first (ay of invasion. 

"The German troops who invaded Prague brourht with thom a German staff of 
economic experts, iece, of experts in economic looting. 

"Everything that could be of some value to Germany was taken, especially 
considerable stocks cf raw mterials, vast stocks of conner, tin, iron, cotton, 
wool, great stocks of food, ete 

"Rollinz stock, carriages, trucks, engines an? so on wore taken by the 
Riche AIL the rails in the Frotectorate which were in rood condition were 
taken up anc sent to Germany, ond they were afterwards replaced by old rails 
orourht from Germanys New trolleyebusses which were on order for the Irarue 
Municinal Tramways anc ha? just been completed were deflected from their pur- 
pose and sent to the Xciche

"The vessels belongings to the Czechoslovak Danube Steam Naviration Com- 
nany (the majority of shares belone to the Czechoslovak State) were divided 
between the Reich anc Hunearye 

“Valuable objects of art anè furniture disappeared from public buildings, 
without even on attempt at a leral justification of this robbery; pictures, 
statues, tarestries were taken to Gormanve The Czech National Museum, the 
Modern art Gallery, an? public and private collections were plundered. 

"The Reich German Commissar of the Czechoslovak "ational Bank ston»ed all 
payments of currency abroad and seized all the rol? stock and forcizn bills in 
the Protectorate. ‘thus the Germans took 25,000 kilocrammes of fold of a 
nominal value of 737,000 million crowns (45,265,000) sy transferring the zold 
deposited in the Bank of International Settlement to the Reichsbank," 

One of the methods of elaborate, I should say total plunder, was the so- 
called economic Cermanisation. I submit to the Tribunal, as proof of these 


crimes, the following execrots from the official Czechoslovakian reporte This 
excerpt will be found on pace 4 and 5 of the document hook,

"in the areas occupied by the German army at the beginning of October 1938 
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Germany bevan to settle her n^tionals on all farms whose Czech or Jewish occupan 
had fled for politicnl or racial reasons. 

"The Czechoslovak Land Reform Act o? 1919, in so far as it benefited Czech 
nationals, was ceclared invalid; Czech settlers werc expelled from their estates 
end compelled to relinquish their cattle, agricultural implements, and furniture 

On paner the Czech settlers were compensated; in fact they were charged 
taxes anc sums to cover the so-called Gelibernte dampe they were waid to have 
caused by escapinre These taxes amc sums more than balanced the compensation. 

The big arriculturnl estates and State forests of the Czechoslovak Ree 
public became automatically Rcich property and? came under the jurisciction of tl 
Reich Ministries concerned" 

After Invasion cf March 15th, 1959, 

After the invasion German manacers, sunervisors and foremen replaced the 
representatives of the Czechoslovak Rerublic in state-owned »lants, 

Germanisation of »rivate estates "eran, of course, with the slozan 
"Aryonisation", 

The Germnnisnation of rural Bohemis anà Moravia was entrusted to a special 
hody called "Deutsche Sieclunrezosellschaft" (German Settlement Society), lo-

Czech peasants were offered compensation for their estates but inadequate 
pricese 

Rural Germanization, apart from GSermanization pure nn? simple, ained at 
naupcrisine as many well-to-do Czechs as nossible. 

Ihe Nazis did their ditat to get all they could out of Czech agriculture, 
Here too, their aim was twofold: to rct hold of on one side, as much food-stuff 
as they could ond to Germanize as much as possible. 

Farmers were turned out of their farms to make way for German settlers -- 
whole agricultural districts were cleared of Czechs in this way, The arri- 
cultural co-oneratives charged with the control of production were transformed 
into compulsory orgarigations an? were progressively Germanizede 

The lootine of property and wealth was followed by tho pillaging of pro- 


ducts of the soil, Heavy fines and often even the denth penalty were imposed o

In Czechoslovakia industrial undertakings are directly financed by the 
banks, which often own or control the majority of shares. By retting control 
of the banks, the Nazis got control of incustry. 

After Muniche 

After Munich two bir German hanks, the Dresdner Bank and the Deutsche 
Bank took over the branches of ?racue vanks, situated in the ceded territory. 
Thus the Dresdner Bank took over, omonc others, 32 branches of the Bohemian 
Discount Bank; an? the Deutsche Bank, emonr others, 25 branches of the Bohemian 
Union Banke 

ás Soon as these two German banks had rained control of the Sudeten 
Branch Banks they endeavoured to gain influence also upon the Prague Hende 
quarters of these respective bankse 

The Czechoslovak banks were joint stock companies, Every Joint Stock 
Company even with only one Jewish ^irector was considered to be Jewish. Thus 
non-Jewish pronerty was taken over as welle

A ter the invasion several Czechoslovak hanks in Bohemia Yecame, by means 
of aryanisstion, the property of tho Bank of Dresden; the German bank took over, 


among others, tho Union Bank of Bohemine In this wav all financial intercsts 


which these banks had in Czech industry, as well as their entire shareecnanital, 


fell into German hands, 


LET 
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Thereupon started the penctration of German bank capital into 
the Czech banks, their oxpropriation and incorporation into the 
German bank system. The "Dresdner Bank" (being the actual establish- 
ment for handling the funds of the National Socialist Party) and the 
"Deutsche Bank" were officially entrusted with the task of 
expropriating tho funds belonging to the Czechoslovak Banking concerns. 
By diverse so-called "transactions," by gaining influence 
through the Sudoten Branch Banks upon the Prague Headquarte rs of the 
respective banks, by reducing the share capital and thon incroasing 
it with Gorman help, by acquisition of industrial holdings and thus 
gaining influence upon the controlling banks, by depriving banks of 
their industrial interest, ctc., the two Berlin banks gaincd complete 
control over the banks of the Protectorate. Gestapo terror helped them. 
I skip one paragraph of this report and pass on to the next 
count cntitled, "Destruction of National Industry." 
After the invasion the Germans introduced on the German model a 
compulsory organization of the Czech industry of the Protectorate. 
They appointed a committce of the new association and of all the 
anufacturing groups, putting at least one Nazi on each of then, 
either as chairman or vice-chairman or quite innocently as an ordinary 
member. However, practically all the Czech mombers remained mere lay 
Armament Factories: The Dresdner Bank acquired the most important 
armament factorics of Czechoslovakia, i.c., tno Skoda Works in Pilsen 
and the Czechoslovak Zbrojovka in Brno. The private share-holders were 
forced to surrender their shares far below their actual value; the 
bank paid for these shares with bank notes which had been withdrawn 
from circulation, or which the Gernans had confiscated in the districts 
ceded by the Munich agreement. 
The Hermann Goering Concern. 
German domination over the Czechoslovak banks and, therefore, 


over industry, through the big Berlin banks, was accomplished through 
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the gigantic Hermann Goering concern which, one by one, seized the 
greatest Czechoslovak industrics at the smallest financial cost, that 
is to say, by the chief pretext of Aryanization, by pressure from 
the Reich, by financial measure, and by the threat of Gestapo and 
concentration camps. 

Finally all big industrial holdings, works and armament plants, 
coal and iron industry fell into German hands. The great chemical 
industry was absorbed by the German concern, I. G. Farben Industric.

After tho oecupaticn of the territory ceded apparcntly in

accordance with the liunich acgroonont, tho Gernans refused to take over 
part of the Czechoslovak State Debt, although they acquired very 
valuable State property in the districts taken away from Czechoslovakia. 
ne thousand, six hundred million crowns worth of State obligations 
@ low denominations have been in circulation in the ced2d territory. 
The Germans enforced the right for themselves to uso these obligations 
in Czechoslovakia as legal tender, 
Gentlenen, further on in this report we find an enumcration of 
the many measures of spoliation rogarding the financial husbandry o 
the Czechoslovak Republic. I ill not quote excerpts from this count, 
and will only quote a few results stated by the Czechoslovak National 
Bank. I wish to state that the ichoslovak National Dank wrote down 
to its credit all those sums which the Germans had to return in 
payment of all goods bought. 
The account of the Czech National Bank showed the following 
figures for "other assots" in millions of crowns. 
31st December 1938 Bhi5 
31st December 1939 35576 
31st December 191? 17,366 


I now quote an excerpt from the count entitled, "Taxes 
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When war broke out tho Nazis fixed the war contribut ion of the 
Protectorate with an annual sum of 2000 million crowns (B 14,200,000). 
The Nazis claimed that they were legally entitled to this on the 
grounds that tho Czechs did not have to fight, because the Germans 
fought for them. 

Inmediately after the occupation the Germans soized the proceeds 
of various indirect taxes and diverted then straight into the Reich 
Treasury. 

Gentlemen, the excerpts which I have been reading cut of the 
report of the Czechoslovak Governnent give an adequate picture of the 
manner in which, after having seized Czechoslovakia, the Hitlorites 
subjiccted it to wanton plunder in every domain of economic lifo-- 
husbandry, industry and finance. 

Having seized the whole of the nzati-nal economic resources of 
the Czochos]ovakian Republic, the Hitlorite Government forced these 
resources to sorvo their own criminal intcrest, cxtracting from them 
everything possible in order to prepare further aggression against 
the peoples of Europe, new military attacks, pursuing the one monstrous 
object of achieving world domination by the German so-called "master 
race,"

I quote an excerpt from this report which the Tribunal will find on 
page l4 of the document book. 
Expropriation and Plunder 5f Public and Private Property. 

a) As carly as September 27th, 1939, the German military 
authorities issued a docroo concerning the sequestration and 


confiscation of Polish property in the Western Provinces. "The 
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property of the Polish State, of Polish public institutions, 
municipalities and unions, individuals and corporations can be soizod 
and confiscated," stated paragraph 1 of the said decrece. 

b) The powers of the military authorities tc dispose of Polish 
property in the incorporated provinces passed to a special Trustce 
Board entitled, Hauptreuhandstelle Ost, established by Goering on 
mocr Ist, 1939. With its nceadcquarters in Berlin and branch offices 
in Poland, it was entrusted with the administration of conf: 
property of tho Polish Stato, as well as with the econonic policy in 
Poland in accordance with the plan devised by the Reicn Government. 

c) By a decree of January 15, 1940, the whole property of the 
Polish State was put under "protection," which practically meant 
confiscation of the wholes State property in the incor rporated 
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contracted after September i, 1939, 


i Skip two pages of tnis report concerning tho companies which 
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also the plundering of the Polish-Jewish population, which, as is 


to the conclusive part of the Polish report. The Tribunal will find 
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Therefore, I would like, with your permission, to conclude my prosentatior, 
of evidence concerning the plunder of Poland with excerpts from this diary, 
which was submitted to the Tribunal previously as Exhibit USSn-223, 

I quote from the volume entitled "Conference of the Leaders of Departments 
for 1939 = 1940, pages ll and 12. In your document book, gentlemen, this excerr 
is at pace 21: 

"My relationship with the Foles is like the relationship between an ant 
‘an’ a plant louse. When I treat the Toles in a helpful way, so to speak tickle 
them in a friendly manner, then I ĉo it in the expectation that their work

performance redounds to my benefit. This is not a political, but a purely 
tactical-technical problem, In cases where, in spite of all measures, the 
performance does not increase, or where tho slightest act vives me occasion 
to s^5sp in, I would not even hesitate to take the most Dranonic action." 

From the volume entitled "Diary, 1942," I quote: 

Dr, Frank: "e must rem:mber that the 540,000,000 ziotys of the Tank 
of Foland, expended in the annexed Eastern lerritories, were taken by the 
Government Gencral without any compensation from the Reich, This make a 
contribution of more than half a billion which the Coverament General paid

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The same Frank, at page 1332, stated the following; the Tribunal will fin 
this quotation on page 27 of the document book: 

"Nevertheless, these supplies to the Reich had a definitely dark side 
to them, since the supplies for which we were responsible exceeded the 
victualing possibilities of the Region, This faces us with the following 
probleme Can we, as from the 2nd of April, ceprive the two million inhabitants 
of the region, who are not of German nationality, of their entire food supply? 

In the volume entitled ""orkers' Conference" for 1943, we find an excerpt 
concerning the converence of the llhth of April, 1943, which took place in 
Cracowe On page 28 of the document book, the Tribunal will find the excerpt 
which I wish to read into the record, 

Iresident Naumann is speaking, and he quotes the figures foreseen for 
193-1943; "One thousand 500 tons of various sweets for the Germans 36 millio 
liters of skimmed milk for the Germans; 15.200.020 liters of full-cream milk 
for the Germans." 

At page 2l, the same Frank continues; this is at pace 20 of the document 
books 

"Last year, out of the whole quantity of livestock roquisitioned, the 
Governor General borrowed more than 20 percent of the total amount, On this 
occasion cattle were slaughtered which were essential). for the procuction 
of milk and butter. This was Cone to guarantee svpplies for the Reich and the 
Army. ln order to supply 120,000 tons of meat, it was necessary to slaughter 
LO percent of all the available livestock, 

And further 

"To a question of the Governor General, President Naumann replied that in 
1940, 383,000 tons of grain were carried off; in 191, 685,000 tons; and in 
192, one and a half million tons. 

"It is evident from these figures that the requisitions increase from yea: 
to year and steadily approach the extreme limits of still possible seizures, 
Now they are prepared to increase the requisitions by 200,000 tons, and there! 
we will reach the uppermost limits of these seizures. The hunger of the Polis} 
peasant can be increased only to such a point where he will still be able 


to work his fields and carry out the work which would be expected from over 


and above his labors in the field, such as the supply of wood, etc,"

However, the quotation read by me from Naumann's reply hai in no way 
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influsneed the policy of the merciless plunder of the Tolish people, whose 
fate, in Frank's own word, interested him only from one definite angle, 

In the velume entitled, "From the lst of January to the 28th of February 
1944," there is the following statement by Frank, made at the conference of 
the leaders of German agriculture on the 12th of January, 1944. The Tribunal 
will find this excerpt at page 30:

Just as in other cecupied countrics, the Germens, irmediately after their 

ntry into Yugoslavia, carried out a series cf currency measures which enak 
them to take cut of Yugoslavia oll kin’s cf goods at en insipnificant »rico, 
As early as the ljth of April, 19l--that is to say, even before the cecunaticn 
of Yugoslavia was actually commlctecd—-the Commancer cf the German land forces 
basis of the authority reccived fron tho Fuehrer anc Sunrene Ccmmancer 
of the German armed forces", issued the "Proclamation concerning occupied 
Yugoslav Territory." 

In its article 9 there is on cblircatory rate of exchenge cf 20 dinars for 
one German marke Thus, an artificial and enforced lowering of tho value of 
the cinar in relaticn tc tho Reichsmark was ca d out, thcurh the real 
rate of exchange before the war was much mere favorable to the Yurcslav 
currency. 


THs proves clearly the predatcry infringement of the resacctive rerulations 


cf the Hague Convention, as well as the existence of a plan prepared in advance

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for the underminin:z cf the Yugoslav currercy, 
| I submit to the Tribunal a certified photographic c:5y of the aforementionec 
proclamation as USSR Exhibit 10. 

Another predatory measure in this domain of currency pclicy was the 
introduction cf German bonds--Reichskrecitkassenschein=-as an obligatory means 
of paynent in the cecupied territory of Yugoslavia, This measure was also into- 
duced in the proclanaticn which was submitted to the Tribunal as USSR ir;hibit 
140. These so-called "occupation marks", which were without any economic 
foundation and without any value whatsoever in Germany itself, were issued in 
Yuroslavia in accordance with the needs of the German forces of occupation 
authorities in general, anc so served as an obligatory means of payment for 
German predatory purchases, 

On the 30th of Juno, 19l2--that is to say, more then a year later--these 
bonds were withórawn, This tock place after the Germans had already bought 
up nearly everything that could be purchased in Yucoslavia, anc when the 
Yuroslav State Bank had been liquidated and all its properties pluncereds and 
in its stead the Germans created the so-called Serbian National Banke However, 
in order that the Germans, even on this ocecasicn, coulc suffer no damnare, 
the Serbian National Bank was forced to exchange the so-colled "occupation

marks" for thenew dinars which the bank issued, The marks wich were thus 
withdrawn the Germans simply withdrew, in turn, for the Serbian National Bank, 
arainst a nore receipt. In this way one of the most ruthless pluncers was 
carried cut, which cost Yugoslavia many huncreds of millions cf CLnars e 

I submit tc the Tribunal a certified copy of the law concerning the 
withdrawl of the Reichskreditkassen currency of Juno 30, 1942, as USSR Exhibit 
19h, and also a certified copy of thelaw cf the Serbian Currency Bank of ay 
29, 1941, as USSR Exhibit 135. 

It can be seen from these documents that the Germah occupation authorities 
carried out a forceful and illegal liquidation of the Yuroslav State Bank, 
considering that Yucoslavia no longer existed, and that they tock acvarrtage 
of this liquidation in order to carry cut plunder on an enormous scale, 

The Germans established the so-called Serbian National Bank exclusively 
for the purpose of creating an instrument for their exploitaticnist economic 
and currency policies in Serbia, They controlled its activities throuch organs 
appointed by themselves, Besides many others, the example with the Yugoslav 


metal coins is very characteristic of German methods. The Yuroslav metal 
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currency, which consisted of a certain per eont of silver and brass, was 
withdrawn ond replaced by coins of an especially poormetal mixture. There is

2» the order of ajor General Kuebler, which has already been submitted 
to the Tribunal as USSR Document 132, contains the following passage: 

"The troops should treat the population which maintains an unfriendly 
attitude toward the forces of occupation in a ruthless and brutally stern 
manner, depriving the enemy of every possibility to maintain life by 
destroying abandoned localities and by seizing all stocks." 

On the basis of this and similar orders, the Germans ceaselessly looted 
the country under the pretext of so-calle3 control over existing stocks, 
as well as of the destruction of so-called abandoned territories. 

Je Punitive expeditions, which became an everyday event curing the 
whole period of occupation, mercilessly looted the property of the victims. 
In this same way they plundere? the prisoners and killed soldiers of the 
National Army, as well as the hundreds of thousands of internees of the 
concentration camps, 

hl. Not even churches were spared. Thus, for example, the German unit 
"Konrad Einheit", which operated in the vicinity of Sibenik, lootel the 
Church of 9t, Ivan in Zablac, 


Similar examples are numerous, Throughout tho four years of oceupation, 


through numerous so-called legal measures, or throuch mass looting on the 
part of the Germans, The Nazi occupation forces gave proof of great imaginatio 
anc utilized the experienc2 which they had gained in other occupie countries 
to apply it to Yugoslavia. 

In this way they caused such damage to the Yugoslav state economy that 
one can consiccr it simply an economic destruction of the country, 

We can thus ascertain, Your Honors, that the plunder of public and 
private property in Yugoslavia was also conducted by the Hitlerites according 
to a plan conceived beforehand, that it affected all classes of the population 


and all branches of the country's economy, an? caused enormous materia) losses 
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to the Yugoslav State and to its citizens, 
THE PRESIDENT: I believe this would be a convenient time to recess. 
(A recess was taken), 

MR. SHEYNIN: The plunder of Greece, After the infasion of Greece, the 
Hitlerite conspirators, following their policy of merciless despoliation of 
the occupied countries, bezan to plunder her national property, The official 
report of the Greek Government on the Grimes committed by the Hitlerites has 
already been submitted to the Tribunal as USSR Exhibit 258, 

In the part of this report entitled "Explaitation", complete facts are 
quoted, I quote the following excerpts from the part "Exploitation" taken 
from the report of the Greek Gomernment, which will be found on pare 59 
of the 3ocument book, 

"Owing to her geographical position, Greece was used by the Cernans as a 
base of operations for the war in North Africa. They also used Greece as a 
place of rest for thousands of their troops from the North African and Eastern 
fronts. Thus, they concentrated in Greece much larcer forces than were actually: 
require? for purposes of occupation, Large amounts of local supplics of fruit, 
vegetables, potatoes, olive oil, meat and dairy procucts were taken for the 
needs of these forces. As current production was not sufficient for these 
needs, requisitioning of livestock was extensively resorted to, with the 
result that the country's livestock was seriously depleted in numbers," 

In addition to the requisitioning of supplies for their armies, the 
Hitlerite conspirators exacted enormous sums of money from Greece to cover 
the so-called cost of occupation, In the report of the Greek Covernment, the 
following remark is mace on the subject: 

This is on page 69 in the 3ocument book, I redd: 

"Between August 1941 ard December 191 the Germans were paid the sum of 
26, 206, 085, 000 drachmas, that is, 60 per cent over and above the estimated 
national income durinz the same period. In fact, accor^"inr to the estimates 
of two Axis experts, Ur, Parberine form Germany and Dr, Rertoni, an Italian, 
the national income of that year amounted to only 23,000,000,000 ?rachmas, 

In the following year, as the national income decreased, they extracted sums 


at the expense of the national capital," 
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Another method for plundering “reece applied by Hitkerites on a vast scale 
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were the so-called requisitions and confiscations, In order to save time, I 
shall, with the permission of the Tribunal, merely read into the record a brief 
excerpt from the Greck report nealing with this question. I quote: 

"One of the enemy's first measures on oefunying Greece was to lay hands 
on all the stews erittior tn the corntry by reancition or direct confiscation, 
Among other tunes, tray neciotition d from the vistsacle and retail trade 
11,000 tons of curiacts «na 10,000 -.ns of olive oii; bey confiscated 1,435 
tons of coffee, 1,1l2 tons of suga, 2,520 tons of rice, and a whole shipload 
of wheat at the liraeus of the valus of 530,000," 

The country was divided among three occupying powers, The Hitlerites 
blockaded the part of Greece which was occupied by their own troops, forbicdin; 
the export of supplies from that zone. The Hitlerites began to confiscate 
all supplies of food and other goods, a mensure which resulted in severe 


depopulation and starvation of the population, The reswt of this plunder 
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was so destructive for the Grecks that in the final analysis oven 

the Germans themselves were forecd to recognize that they had gone too 
far. This was concretely oxprossod by the fact that towards tho end 
of tho year 19/2 the Gorman authoritics promised the International 


Commission cf tho Fol Cross that they would return to the population 
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expor;od Ly then. This ~ermans also undertcok vo import products of the 


same calorific vaiue. However, the p ot fulfilled. 
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and put in circulation an unl. ited amount of currency. It should

Persons guilty of 
violating the present order will be shot,"

11,860 hogs, 28,159 sheep, 213,678 chickens, gecse and ducks, and destroyed 
25,465 bechives." 

I omit the remaincer of this quotation concerning the anpropriations 
from twenty-five districts of the Tula Region, Your Honors. 

In the notes read by me, only a few facts are stated of the innumerable

crines and cases of plunder con itted by the Hitlerites on Soviet soil. 
With the permission of the Tribunal I shall now present several German 
dccunents from which you will see how the German Commanders and officials 


themselves characterized their soldiers! behaviour, 


I shall reac later frank statements of the German-Fascist leaders to 
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man soldiers and officers should not be hindered in their 
marauding activitiese It is natural that uncer these conditicns the moral 
disintegration of the German-Fascist armies should reach its culminating 
pointe Things reached such a point that the Hitlerites began to plunder 
each other in accordance with the well-known Russian proverb "A thief stole 
a cudgel from a thief." 

May I quote further from the document which I present to tho Tribunal 
as USSR-285? Here is an extract from a report of the German District 
Commisser of Zhitomir to the Commissar-Goneral of Zhitomir dated the 30th of

Even the 
personal belongings of these Germans still working in their offices was 
stolen. "hen the town was recaptured it was established that the German 
lodgings were hardlytouched by the local population, but that the troops 
which had just begun to enter the town had already started to pillace the 
billets and factories es." 

I read the second excerpt from the same document: 

"The soldiers are not satisfied with taking all useful eqvipment, 
but they partly destroyed the remaining items; used valuable furniture for 
fires; although there was sufficient cut wood,.,." 

Now i shall read into the record an excerpt from a report of the 
German District Commissar of the town of Korostyshcv to the Commissar-General 
of Zhitomir. The members of the Tribunal may refer to the excerpt on page 
94 in the document file. 

"..ethe behavior of German soldiers, unfortunately, was bad. 

Unlike the Russians they broke into the storehouses even when the front line 
was still far away. Grain, including the stocks of seed, was stolen in 
enormous quantities. That might have been tolerated with regard to combat 
units,....Upon the return of our troops to Popelnaya, the storehouses were 
broken into immediately, 'Gebitz' and 'Kreislandwirt' nailed up the doors 
again, but the soldiers, however, broke in once more," 

I read into the record other excerpts from the same document: 

"e.elhe 'Kreislandwirt! reported to me that the dairy on 
plundered by retreating units,' 

And the second excerpts 

"Thus the cooperative store was plundered in the presence of 
Ukrainians, and soldiers, among other things, took with them also all the 
cash in the store,,,.! 


Then the third excerpts 


"eeeOn the 9th and 10th of this month the guards of the field-gendarmer 
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were posted at the cooperative store. These guards could not resist the 
onslaught of the soldiers...." 

And the last excerpt: 

",..ePigs and fowls were slaughtered in the most irresponsible manner 
and taken away by the soldiers. The troops themselves presented a disastrous 
appearance," 

It is thus, your Honors, that the conduct of the German soldiers is 
characterized by a German "ommissar himself in his official report. 

The impartiality of this description need not be doubted, all the more 
so as it is very colourfully supplemented by an official report of the German 
"Ukrainian Company for Procuring Supplies for Agriculture," addressed to 
the Commissar=General of Zhitomir. Here is how this report describes the 
results of a raid by German soldiers on the company's premises: 

"e. «Ihe Office was in an incredible and devasteted condition," 

Second excerpt: ",..A private house on the Hauptstrasse No,57 
(20 rooms) bore a terrifying appearance, Carpets and mats were missing, 
and there were no more upholstered armchairs and couches or beds with spring 


mattresses, chairs, or wooden armchairs."

I skip a few lines. The condition of all those residential buildings 
is hard to describe, and I omit two more excerpts from the document and 
continue, 

ouch, your Honors, is the "cry of the heart" of the German brigands 
of the "Company for the Economic Mastery of the Ukraine", who in their turn 
complain about the brigands in the German Army e 

In order to show it was not only in the towns of Zhitomir and of 
Korostyshov that such occurrences took place, I shall quote yet another 
report, this time by the Commissar of the Kazatinsky district, which literally 
states the following, and I quotes 

"eeelhe German soldiers stole food, cattle, and conveyances," 

After this laconic though significant introduction, there follow 
no less significant details, 

"Threatening him with a pistol, the Lance Corporal demanded the keys 


of the barn from the District Commissar. In reply to my statement that the 
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"keys were in my pocket, he yelled 'Give me the key', dragged out the pistol, 
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Stuck it against my chest, and shouted: 'I shall shoot you -= you are a 
saboteur', and added a few mere swearwords to his remark. He forcibly 
searched my pocket and seized the key, Saying 'I alone give orders. 
You Sonderfuehrer, or whatever else you call yourself, are only allowed to 
send eggs and things to the Fatherland.! This occurred in the presence of 
numerous Germans and Ukrainians," 

In another report of the Chief of the Head Department, Dr. Moisich, 
to the Commissar General of Zhitomir, dated the lth of December 1943 -- for 
the sake of saving time I shall not read it into the record, All these 
documents are being presented in their original form to the Tribunal by 
our American colleagues, under number 288-PS. They have not been submitted 
to the Tribunal before, 

l shall not quote a series of Similar documents which are in the 
Soviet Prosecution's possession, because what I have already read suffices to 
characterise the conduct of the German soldiers. 

it is easy to imagine what was the attitude of these soldiers to the 
property of the Soviet inhabitants and to that of the Soviet public and 
state institutions, 

I will now, your Honors, proceed to reading excerpts from the official 
reports of the Extraordinary State Commission in reference to crimes of 
German usurpers and tneir adherents, 

I ask the Tribunal to permit me, in order to save time, to read only 
tne briefest excerpts from this report, so that I can render it in my own words, 

I will read an excerpt from.the communication of the Extraordinary 
State MARTTA dealing with the destruction, looting and atrocities 
perpetrated by the Hitlerites in the city of Rovno and in the region of 


Rovno, submitted to the Tribunal as No. USSR-l5. The part which deals with 


these acts is stated as follows, and I quote: 
"Uuring the entire period of their stay in Rovno and the Rovno region, 


Bitlerite officers, men and civil servants unrestrainedly plundered the peace- 


ful Soviet citizens and looted the property of cultural Education 
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I shall now quote an actual series of concrete acts, which were 
mentioned in a report of the Extraordinary State Commission, regarding the 
atrocities committed by the Hitlerites in Kiev, submitted to the Tribunal 
as No, USSR-9. This particularly emphasizes the following, that the 
Hitlerites in Kiev plundered the peaceful population. I quote brief 
extracts: 


"...The German occupational forces in the city of Kiev plundered 


and carried off into Germany the equipment of industrial undertakings; 


the buildings themselves were blown uo and burned," 
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Further there is a testimony of the dean of KIEVuPETCHORSKY lionastery, 
who relatec about the plundering of the peaceful population. 

Following the directives of the criminal German Government and the 
Supreme Command of the German Armec Forces, the satellites of Hitlerite 
Germany also took part in plundering and other crimes, 

Rumanian troops who temporarily occupie? Odessa, according to directives 
of their German masters, together with German .rme? Forces, pluncered this 
flourishing city. The report of the Extraordinary State Commission concerning 
"the crimes committe’ ir Odessatreacs in part as follows: 

"Rumanians have caused great damages to municipal economy of Odessa 
Curing their occupatione e ee 

ee œs GErMman—Ruminicn aggressors have confiscate’ from co-operative farms 
anc. co-operative farmers and remove? to Germany 1,012,013 centners of grain, 
45,227 horses, 67,66 hea’ of cattle, 31,821 pigs, and so forth," 

In the Report of the Extraorcinary State Commission on the "damages 
caused by the German foseist aggressors to industry, municipal economy, anc. 
cuitural e?ucational institutions of the Stalino Province", presented to the 
Tribunal as Document “oe '"SSR-2, gives also numerous cata on the plunder and 
removal to Germany of the various factory equipment of this very important 
industrial regione ‘ith the Tribunal's permission, I shall not quote any 
excerpts from this report of the Extraordinary State Commission, and I omit 
those partse For the benefit of the interpeters: I pass to page 55, 

I have quote? only 2 fev of the communications imparted by the 
Extraordinary State Commission on certain Ukraine regions This flourishing 
republic was subject@c to unrestraine’ looting by the Hitlerites. The 
Hitlerite conspirators consicerec the Ukraine ss one of the "choicest bits" 
and pluncered her with an exceptional greed. 

I wish to rea. $everal documents as a proof of the above: 

Rosenberg's letter to the Reichsleiter Bormann dated 17 October 19h. 

This 'ocument which has alrea^r been submitte? on 17 December by the 

n.tec States Prosecution under No, USA-336, states that "Eastern Central 


tracing Coe of the rur2l supply and demand" sent to Germany in the period of 


1913 up to 31 March 149! only the following, an? I quote:

I will rea’ an excerpt from thc ietter of the Inspector of Armament 
in the Ukraine, addresse?.to the General of Infantry, Thomas, Chief of the 
Armament Section OKHe The letter is cate: 2 December 1941. This -ocument 
has been submitted to the Tribunal by the United States Prosecution on 
ll December under the Noe UeSele 290. I read a short excerpt: 
"The exportations of agricultural surplus from the Ukraine for the

In cue 
course I will submit to you numerous new documents also originals, to 
substantiate the abovee The policy of Koch met with full approval of the 
Hitlerite Govcrnment, 

It is worthy of note, that at the beginning of the war the plun^ering 
of the occupier territories of the USSR was organise: in accor“’sance with 
the cirectives containe? in the "Groen File" already mentioned. 

I submit to the Tribunal as Exhibit USSR-13 a letter by Goering of 
6 September 1941, on the "subject: Inspection concerning seizure an 


utilization of raw materials", in which he wrote, among other thins, as

"Tho war situation demands that the supplies of raw materials which 
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available for the German war economy with the utmost spect. Ihe directives

"b. Abolition of the office of Leader of the Army Group Economic Departments 
whose military functions will again devolve on the Chief of Supply.

I omit part of the quotation, which is in the memorandum for the report; and 
further in the same memorandum, there are several objections which were sent by 
General Keitel. General Stapf, in his objections, criticizes Rosenberg's surresti 
and suggests retaining the economic leaders in the east. 

And now, with permission of the Tribunal, I present as USSR Zxhi^»it 173, 
another oricinal document which is a covering letter by the "Permanent Deputy of 
the Reich Vinister for the Occupied Eastern Territories," addressed to State 
Secretary Koerner on the same subject, Written surcestions of Rosenberz were 
appended to this letter in which, once azain, Rosenberg insisted that the entire 
economic activities be placed under his control, In as much as this is a rather 
long document, and I present it in the original, I ask your permission not to rec 
it in as much as in substance it is exactly what I already reported to the Tribur 
I omit two pages of my presentation and I will pass on to paze 62, 

Evidently Rosenberg did not receive the desired answer for his proposals 
and, therefore, on 2) January, Rosenberg again approached Goering with a letter 
on the same subject. I offer this letter in evidence as Exhibit USSR 179. In 
this letter Rosenberg suggests: I shall read into the record a short quotation, 
The Tribunal will find this on pace 151 in the document book. 

"eoin the interest of the most frictionless and personnelesavinzg work 
possible, to dissolve the Economic Staff East with its subordinate agencies 
and to transfer to the administration under me the economic a^?ministration in the 


occupied eastern territories,,,.'

. To this letter, Goering replied by a letter of 1h February, which I offer ir 
evidence as part of the same exhibit USSR-l179. I quote: 

"Dear Party Member Rosenberg: 

"Your letter of 2l January 194) in regard to the economic administration 
in the occupied eastern territories has reached me in the meantime. Since the 
Reich Commissariat Ukraine in particular has become almost exclusively army 
territory," —I am talking about the Red Army offense which was started in this 
period — "I believe it advisable to postpone our conference on the future 
formation of the economic administration until the operational situation is 
completely clarified." 

Thus, your Honors, Rosenberg's ambitions met with resistance on the part 
of other German authorities who stubbornly refuse’ to eive up such an attractive 
"economic activity." 

In his turn, Rosenberg refused to yield ani persisted in insisting on his 
Aemands. I now offer in evilence the following 1iocument as Exhibit USS? 173, whi 
is a letter from Rosenbere to Goerine of 6 arch 194. In this letter, ®osenbers 
referrine to his experience in Bielo Russia, once again insists on his proposals 
It is a lone text. I shall not read it in as much as it was presente? to the 
Tribunal in toto, but Goering still continued to have his doubts anc he would 
not decide the question in favor of Rosenberg; ani under the circumstances, the 
latter has in his letter on 6 April 19h, once again addressed a communication 
to Goering with reference to the experience had in Pielo Russia., This document 
I submit to the Tribunal as Exhibit USSR 176. 

May I also omit reading into the record, since it is mentioned, but there 
are certain motives mentioned in this letter which are not of great interest to 
us now, I omit page 65 ani pass on to page 66. 

Thus, your Honors, the Red Army had already begun to deliver its last 
crippling blows on the German fascist hordes, but the Hitlerite brisands continu 
their erontroversy in their frenzy of difidine the spoils. 

I believe I need not prove that while this hagzling continued, the occupiec 
territories were feverishly looted by the German authorities, both military and 
civil, 


Now, your Honors, I show in brief and quote a few excerpts from the report 


of the Extraordinary State Commission, concerning the crimes committed by the 
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Hitl erite invaders in Lithuanian, Latvian and Estonian Soviet Socialist Republic 
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which too were Subjected to merciless plundering, 

All these reports have been already presented to the Tribunal by the 
Soviet prosecution, The report of the Extraordinayy State Commission on the 
crimes of the Hitlerites in the Lithuanian Socialist Republic, among other 
thines, is mentioned, ani I quote: 

"As the result of the managment of the Hitlerite invaders, according to 
incomplete data, from only ll districts of the Lithuanian SSR, the number of 
livestock and poultry deereased by 136,140 horses, 565,995 cattle, 463,340 piss, 
594,492 sheep, 996,000 chickens, and 424,178 geese and ducks "as compared to the 
years 190, 194l ,,." 

I shall now quote excerpts from the report of the Extraordinary State Commiss 
on the crimes committed by the German invaders in the Latvian Soviet Socialist 
Republic. The quotation is on pace 68, second pàracraph: 

"The Germans plundered the Tractor and Farm Machinery Stations throu-hout 
Latvia and according to ficures which are far from complete, sent away into 
Germany 700 tractors, 180 motor vehicles, 4,057 ploughs, 2,015 cultivators, 

3,532 harrows eee" " and so forth, 

During the period of German occupation, the Germans confiscated and drove 
away to Germany 107,000 horses, 31,000 COWS, 214,000 pigs, and 790,000 head of 
poultry. 

Further, I shall read an excerpt from the communication of the Extraordinary 
State Commission relative to rimes in Estonia, ani I read: 

"The German invaders plundered the rural population of Estonia without restrain 
This plunder took the form of imposing off the peasants the compulsory deliveries 
of various kinds of farm proclucts," 

The scale for the deliveries of farm products Set up by the Germans, was 
tremendous," 

I omit part of the quotation and I go on tb another pare, second paragraphe 

"Ihe Germans confiscated and drove away to Cermany 107,000 horses, 31,000 COWS, 
214,000 pics, 790,000 head of poultry. They plun3ere4 about 50,000 bee hives," 

I omit one more excerpt and I read the last one, 


"The Hitlerites took away 1,000 threshing machines, 500 threshing machine motors 


700 motors for driving belts, 350 tractors and 24,781 other agricultural machines 
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which belonged to the individual peasants." 

Your Honors, a similar policy of plundering of private, public and national 
property was carried out by the German Fascist invaders also in the occupied 
territories of Byelorussia, Moldavia, the Xarelo-Finnish SSR an3 the Russian 
Soviet Federated Socialist Republic. 

Various military units and organizations in different digtricts of the USSR 
at all stages of the war employe’ the same methods of plunder $n accordance with 
the same criminal plan and pursuing the same criminal aims. This plan was mapped 
out; these aims were determined; these crimes were organized by the major war 
criminals who are now in the dock, 

The USSR Prosecution has at its disposal several tens of thoucan’s of 
‘locuments exposing the crimes of the Hitlerites in plundering collective and 


state farms, villages and towns, as well as the peaceful

all these numerous documents to the Tribunal would require such 2 
long period of time that it would only complicate the trial. For 
this reason, with the Tribunal's permission, I will not quote any 
further decrees or reports of the Extraordinary State Comnission or 
individual regions in the Republic, but I shall pass on to reading 
into the record the resune report by the Extraordinary State 
Commission relative to the natorial damage done by the German Fascists 
to the state enterprises and establishnents, collective farns, public 
organizations and individual citizens of the USSR. This document is 
being presented to the Tribunal, and it is USSR-35. 

I shall read into the record only those parts of the report 
which have a direct bearing on the subject of my presentation, It 
is stated in the document, page 71: 

"The German Fascist aggressors pillaged 98,000 collective farms, 
1,076 state farms and 2,890 machine and tractor stations. There were 
killed and shipped to Germany 7 million horses, 17 million head of 
cattle, 20 million pigs, 27 million sheep and goats and 110 million 
head of poultry. The State Extraordinary Cormiission has reckoned the 
damage done to the national economy of the Soviet Union and to 
individual villagers and townspeople at 679 nilliard roubles reckoned 
at the official prices current in 191 as this: 


Milliard Roubles

2. Collective farns 181 
3- Villagers and townspeople 192 


4» Cooperatives, trade unions, and 
other public organizations 19," 
I omit the following parts of this official report, in which it 
is stated how this damage is divided among Separate Soviet Republics, 


and I pass on to the fourth paragraph, in which it is stated about 


the destruction of collective farms, state farms, and machine tractor 
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stations. In order to shorten the presentation, I select out of this 
part only a few separate excerpts. 

The German Fascists, when burning the village and hamlets, 
plundered the inhabitants of these villages completely. 

Further concrto information is given on plundering in Kamenetz- 
Podolsk, in the Kursk region, and the collective farm for tho labor 
in the region of Krasnodar, and the labor in collective farms was 
started in the Mortkovo and Toltchkovo districts and others. It is 
also mentioned in tnis report about the damage which was suffered by 
the Sovict farms, that is, to state-owned farms,and in particular it 
was indicated that the German Fascist intruders shipped out of 
collective farms stores of agricultural products, destroyed farn 
buildings, and other excerpts. 

"No, 62 horse farm in the Poltava district, as a result of the 
German occupation, lost its stock of Russo-ànerican trotting brood 
1ares. Up to the war, this stud farm had 670 brood mares. The Germans 
acted in the same way in regard to other breeding farms." 

I omit the remaining excerpt of this particular part, and I pass 
on to paragraph 6, which deals with the mass looting of Sovict 
citizens! property by the Germans. 

"In all the republics, districts and territorios of the Soviet 
Union which were occupied, the Fascist German invaders looted the 
property of the rural and city population, stealing valuables, 
property, clothing, and houschold articles and imposing finos, taxes 
and forced payments on the peaceful population." 

Further in the same part a whole series of concrete facts of 
robbing the Sovict citizens in Smolensk in the Orel, in Leningrad 
Province, Demyansk and Litchkovsk Provinces, and so forth. With tho 
Iribunal's permission, I onit two pages of my presentation and at 
the end of page 76 I read the following paragraph. 

"The plundering of the Soviet population by the German aggressors

This 
document, as many other original documents Which I had already presented 
to the Tribunal, was found by Soviet Military authorities in the archives 
of Goering in September 1945, in the City of Vienna, which was Fs.jJden in 
one f the municipal buildings.

And that is the way the discussion of this question went on, Goering 
finished his address with the following sentence: 

"Gantlemen, I would just like to say one thing further, I have a 
great deal to do and a great deal of responsibility. I have no time to 
read letters and memoranda, in which you inform me that you cannot supply 
what I have requested, but I have only time to ascertain from time to time 
through short reports from Backe whether the commitments are beinz kept. 

If not,then we will have to approach the matter from another angle," 

As you heard, besides Yoering this conference was attended == among 
others -= by the Defendants Rosenberg, Sauckel, Seyss-Inquart, Frank and 
others. As you heard it, Goering finished his speech with a direct threat 
against the participants in this conference. "If not", he said, he would 
"have to approach the matter from another angle," 

This threat came true. Now, as they deserved, they were forced"to 
approach it from another angle" == from the angle of their responsibility 
for the crimes they have committed. 

Thus the whole weight of the submitted evidence irrefutably 
establishes: 

l. That the criminal Hitlerite Government and tne Supreme Command 
of the German Armed Forces simultaneously with the military aggression 
egainst Czechoslovakia, Poland, Yugoslavia and the USSR, an aggression which 
was prepared long in advance of its Commission, worked out ahead of time the 
plan of mass plunder and despoliation of private, public and State property 
in the territories of these countries. 

ĉo That having worked out this criminal plan, the conspirators did 
carry out in advance all the preliminary measures for its execution == 
in that they trained a body of special officers and officials for the 
despoliation of territories, the seizure of which was intended, they prepared 
and issued special instructions, reference books and orders, and also created 


a special widely ramified organization of different economic inspectorates, 


detachments, groups, corporations, plenipotentiaries, etc., having called in 
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a large number of different kinds of specialists, military agronomists, 
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agricultural fuehrers, economic scouts ete. 

Je That in accordance with this long prepared plan, they did 
subsequently com ait monstrous plunder and despvuliation of private, public 
and State property in the occupied territories, as well as wholesale robbery 
of the peaceful population of these territories, resorting thereby to 
atrocities, violence and arbitrary practices of an exceptional character, 

le That in order to make the soldiers and the officers of the German 
Army “economically interested" in the work, the conspirators did fail to 
prosecute cases of marauding and robbery committed by German soldiers and 
officers, but on the contrary did largely encoura:e these crimes and 
instigate their wholesale perpetration, 

5D. That by all these crimes the conspirators did cause enormous 
economic damage to the peoples of the occupied territories, dooming them 
to hunger and suffering, and used the results of their criminal activity for 
the personal gain and enrichment of themselves and their adherents, 

6. That having thus planned, prepared and initiated Aggressive wars 
against the freedom-loving nations the conspirators did peruse the aim of the 
predatory despoliation of these nations and thereafter accomplished these 
criminal aims by means of equally eriminal and predatory methods, 

On the strenzth of the 200VG, the defendants have consciously and with 
premeditation violated the Laws and the Customs of "ar, the General Principles 
of Criminal Law accepted by the Penal Codes of all civilized nations, as wel] 
as the national law of those countries in wnich these crimes were committed, 

For these criminal acts, each and all of wiich are covered by Article 
6B of the Charter of the International Military tribunal, all the Defendants 
must be found guilty, all of them without exception must be held responsible 
both individually and as members of the conspiracy. 

With this specification of the charges I will conclude my presentation. 

May it please your Honors, the documents which I have presented to the 
Tribunal and which I have read into the record are Silent witnesses of crimes 


organized and committed by the Defendants. 
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But the conscience of the Judzes will hear the testimony of these 
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silent witnesses who truthfully relste the story of the arbitrary practices 
and crimes of the Hitlerite brigands and the boundless sufferings of their 
innumerable victims, 


THE PRESIDENT: The Tribunal will adjourn.
